BLOOR Homes have revealed plans for an¬ 
other 52 houses on the Woodberry Down site 
in Lyme Regis, creating a new estate totalling 
104 homes if all planning permissions are re¬ 
ceived. 

Bloor is currently in the process of building 46 
houses around Woodberry Down, a former education 
and outdoor activity centre off Colway Lane, and has 
recently applied for permission to demolish the orig¬ 
inal building for a further six four-bedroom homes. 

Last week, developers held a pre-planning public 
exhibition at the Woodmead Halls, displaying their 
plans for phase two of the project - another 52 houses 
which will span further west into the site edging Tim¬ 
ber Vale Caravan Park and existing houses in Talbot 
Road. 

Several Talbot Road residents were among those at¬ 
tending the exhibition on Thursday after receiving un¬ 
official letters saying that the developer may be 
interested in buying Talbot Road properties to make 
way for a new access road into the estate. 

However, representatives from Bloor Homes said

these letters had nothing to do with the company and 
refuted claims that they intended to buy any Talbot 
Road property. Instead, the access to the proposed 52 
houses would be via the same road recently built off 
Colway Lane to serve phase one of the scheme. 

The plans described phase two as a “high quality, 
attractive development” with a paved square and 
green focal point in the centre, on to which the new 
houses would face. 

The seven-acre development has been designed in 
the Arts and Crafts style seen in phase one and com¬ 
prises of eight three-bedroom houses and 26 four-bed¬ 
rooms, ranging from £225,000 to £650,000 in price, 
plus 18 affordable homes - a mix of one, two and 
three-bedroom properties available to rent or to buy 
on a shared ownership scheme. 

Existing trees and vegetation will be retained, as 
will the public right of way across the field behind

STEPH Garner and her husband Piers have 
been at the helm of Bridport Music for the 
last 35 years. 

Born in Kent, Mrs Garner, 57, grew up in 
Southampton and lived in Scotland for five 
years before moving on to study biology at 
Sheffield University. 

Married in 1980, the couple have three 
children, all of whom now live away from 
home but regularly return to the area. 

Bridport Music has become a focal point of 
the town's thriving arts community, and its 
annual Record Store Day celebrations in 
April attract visitors from across the South 
West. 


• WHEN did you first move to the area? 

I moved here in 1980 when I married Piers, who 
had by then been managing the shop - then called 
Bridport Record Centre - for a year. 

Prior to that I had been conducting a wildlife 
survey on the grounds of Warwickshire College of 
Agriculture with another graduate. 


• WHAT do you like most about Bridport? 

The town has a great atmosphere, especially on 
sunny market days. It's the ideal combination of 
coast, countryside and interesting shops. I can't 
imagine not living here now. 



• BRIDPORT has a thriving 
arts community. Why do you 
think its independent venues 
and shops have been able to 
survive, unlike other towns in 
the south west? 

We have weathered several re¬ 
cessions by a combination of 
'hanging on in there'and diver¬ 
sifying. We've gone from selling 
just vinyl, cassettes and videos 
to CDs too and now musical in¬ 
struments, radios, music books 
and related accessories. Stock¬ 
taking is certainly a challenge! 
It's hard work but we love what 
we do and it's our living.

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Councillor hits back at claims he is delaying 
skatepark because of'personal grievances' 


TOWN, district and county councillor 
Daryl Turner has refuted claims that he 
has purposely delayed the proposed 
skatepark in Lyme Regis due to "personal 
grievances". 

Last week, former town councillor Lucy Camp¬ 
bell publicly claimed on social networking site 
Facebook that Councillor Turner was "creating 
blockages" in the skatepark project because of 
personal issues he had against her and other 
members of the former council, who campaigned 
in favour of the skatepark. 

West Dorset District Council has approved plan¬ 
ning permission for the skatepark in Charmouth 
Road car park but needs to transfer the land to 
the town council before construction can begin. 

Last week's argument arose after Councillor 
Turner said that West Dorset may be considering 
a land swap, rather than a straightforward trans¬ 
fer, to make up for the income it will lose from the 
loss of car parking spaces. He also suggested that 
all the town council's major projects, including 
the skatepark, be put on hold until new members 
had all the relevant information on them. 

CouncillorTurner has now issued a response to 
Miss Campbell's comments to the View , which is 
published in full here: 


“In response to the 
colourful words of fic¬ 
tion from the former 
councillor Lucy Camp¬ 
bell, I would like to 
draw your attention to a 
number of facts; I must 
make it clear at this 
stage I write this as an 
individual and not on 
behalf of either the dis¬ 
trict or county councils. 

“Is the skatepark in 
jeopardy? That will be decided once an offer regard¬ 
ing the land has been discussed by the new council, 
all of them with their own minds, free of any selec¬ 
tive group. In my opinion if this project is at all jeop¬ 
ardised, the problem lies firmly at the insular, 
isolated attitude of former town councillors who ap¬ 
pear to have not read and not understood the single 
letter they suggest as ‘evidence’ of some form of 
‘gift’ of land from WDDC. A letter five years old. 

“The new town council, sadly not elected but for¬ 
mally instated as Lyme’s council, will, I hope, main¬ 
tain their individual status and, if the first two 
meetings are anything to go by, it’s clear that’s al¬ 
ready happening. The old guard, strangely not stand¬ 
ing this time, are gone, perhaps another odd tactical 



Bloor offers £500,000 for local and 
countywide community facilities

Some residents have also questioned how much 
money Bloor Homes has given to the local community 
in Section 106 funding, which developers are required 
to pay West Dorset District Council as “planning 
gain”, and where this is being spent. 

Bloor has erected a sign outside phase one of the de¬ 
velopment, stating it is committing £519,947 to Lyme 
Regis to “ensure the sustainability of this develop¬ 
ment”, although it has now been confirmed that some 
of this will be allocated to county services, and not di¬ 
rectly to Lyme Regis. 

The funding will be split as follows: Coastal protec¬ 
tion - £294,827; education - £88,994, parks, gardens 
and outdoor sport - £32,805; community venues - 
£30,603; play area - £19,354; admin costs - £15,144; 
natural green space - £11,786; museums - £7,526; li¬ 
braries - £7,034; waste management disposal - £4,171; 
allotments - £3,730; waste management collection - 
£2,161; amenity space - £1,596; transport - £216. 

Councillor Anthony Alford, leader of West Dorset 
District Council, further explained: “The Section 106 
funding refers to the legal agreement between Bloor 
Homes and the council that states the obligations that 
the developer is required to meet in terms of the onsite 
and offsite infrastructure for the site at Woodberry 
Down. 

“As such, Bloor Homes is required to make financial 
contributions towards community infrastructure: 
£501,965.91, highways: £50,000 and traffic regulation 
order: £5,000. In addition, there is a requirement for 
affordable housing on site and provision of an ecolog¬ 
ical mitigation area. 

“Part of these funds will be allocated to county serv¬ 
ices such as education, libraries, museums, waste col¬ 
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lection and disposal, and transport infrastructure, and 
part will be allocated to local schemes, including (but 
not limited to) coastal protection, play areas, commu¬ 
nity venues, allotments and amenity open spaces.”

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masterpiece or because of the town’s reaction to their 
term! 

“I have to refer to two documents I have in my pos¬ 
session and which I have sent to the View From for 
verification of the points I’m going to make; the doc¬ 
uments are very real. 

“The letter in question is, as I’ve stated, five years 
old. It was written on August 17th 2010 and received 
by the town council on the August 19th 2010. It was 
written by an officer of WDDC who departed a very 
long time ago. It was written to a town clerk who 
also departed a very long time ago. It has the chief 
executive and three directors named on it, all of 
which left a long time ago. Because it refers to car 
park land it’s also worthy of note that the car park 
manager has since been replaced twice! 

“It refers to the skatepark being built shortly after 
the letter and makes comment about closing the car 
park during sea defence works which took two years 
and have recently finished. It talks about a ‘pro¬ 
tected’ route for the skatepark users, which may well 
require further land than the skatepark footprint and 
car park spaces. 

Resounding flaws 

“I believe that this should and could have been kept 
in constant review, with written confirmation re¬ 
ceived on a regular basis, and that the inability to do 
this would seemingly point to a lack of ability and 
perhaps incompetence. 

“There are two resounding flaws in former coun¬ 
cillor Campbell’s argument; one is that the letter in 
its many questionable aspects is from an officer. The 
basic, fundamental principle in this area is that offi¬ 
cers do not make decisions, councillors do. There¬ 
fore, any perceived ‘promise’ lacks authority. The 
letter also clearly states that details would have to be 
submitted to the Executive Committee for decision. 

“My final point, and probably most important, is 
within the second page of the letter it states quite 
clearly: ‘As this will be a land transfer at under value 
it involves...’ This shows clearly that there was a 
value associated with the transfer in whatever form 
- it never was ‘at no value’ or the freebie Miss 
Campbell wrongly assumed. 

“Another issue is the planning application itself. 
You may ask why it took years to come to the appli¬ 
cation stage. You may ask why the application failed 
validation a number of times creating further delays. 
I’m aware that district councillor George Symonds, 
who has worked on the planning committee at 
WDDC for some time, offered his help but sadly was 
not taken up on his generous offer - food for more 
thought! 

“I also feel the need to explain some of WDDC 
views in the past and going forward. Since the letter 
was written, the whole of local government has 
changed significantly with large and ongoing reduc¬ 
tions in grants from central government. Councils 
are not in the position financially that they were in

that time ago. To bury your head in the sand and be¬ 
lieve otherwise is frightening. 

“We appear to have a similar situation that we’ve 
seen recently in the elections, with those wishing to 
be careful with our assets and economy versus the 
left, who don’t have any real grasp of reality. 

“The text below is an extract from the other docu¬ 
ment I mentioned from a senior officer at the district 
council. It highlights considerations for future nego¬ 
tiations and plans made in March 2015: 

‘The discussions over a possible skate park for 
Lyme Regis go back over many years. We are always 
keen to work with town and parish councils wher¬ 
ever possible. In the case of Lyme, we understand 
that the town council wishes to provide a skatepark 
and we have always said that once we have an ap¬ 
proved application we will refer the matter to this 
council’s Executive Committee in terms of a possible 
lease of the proposed site to the town council. This 
report will raise the issue of a reduction in parking 
space and therefore potential income. 

‘In terms of the wider issue of Monmouth Beach, 
etc. there are service reviews planned for Tourist In¬ 
formation Centres and public toilets. There will need 
to be conversation with the town council about these 
and if agreed by the Executive the skatepark will 
need to figure in any potential deal. 

‘David Brown, as assets and infrastructure man¬ 
ager, will be reporting to the Executive Committee 
on the possible lease of the skatepark site and I 
would expect his report to refer to the wider con¬ 
text. ’ 

“To sum up, there always was a cost associated 
with this land. As Miss Campbell was lead on this 
project, I would have expected her to ensure this 
vital aspect of the project was dealt with in a timely 
manner and effectively - it was not. We now need 
to move forward, pick up the pieces and sort this 
mess out, I will endeavour to do so. I hope in the fu¬ 
ture the ‘grapes of wrath’ are not so sour. 

“Finally, I will comment on the ‘project suspen¬ 
sion’ . I’m at a loss as to why anyone would not wish 
to ensure new councillors were not fully informed 
prior to making decisions or continuing to support 
projects they have not been informed on. I would 
like to see all 10 of us equally informed, able to 
make their own minds up, having been presented 
with a balanced report and discussion. 

“Where contracts are in place and where we are 
legally obliged to continue, we must. But we have 
to ensure decisions are made on behalf of the whole 
community with much more consultation on impor¬ 
tant and costly matters in the future. I make no ex¬ 
cuses for wanting thing done correctly.”

National water ski racing to 
return to Lyme this weekend

THIS weekend will see 
the waters of Lyme Bay 
taken over once again 
with high powered 
race boats and adrena¬ 
line seeking water 
skiers. 

Round three of the 
British Water Ski Racing 
Championships is 
again being hosted by 
Lyme Regis Power Boat 
Club, on Sunday June 
7th, in conjunction 
with the British Water 
Ski and Wakeboard 
federation. 

Teams from all over 
the country will be ar¬ 
riving in Lyme Regis 
over the weekend, readily preparing for the com¬ 
petition. Water ski racing is a high adrenaline en¬ 
durance water sport, where competitors must 
race against each other; for up to 55 minutes and 
at speeds which can reach in excess of80mph in 
the main race. 

Racing starts with the children's Brit Kids race, 
with participants testing the water at 10.30am, 
before the main race starts at 11.20am. The main 
race will see FI, F2and F3 classified boats take to 
the course competing for pole position. After an 
hour's racing, it will be the turn of the support 
race at 12.40pm, which includes the lady, senior 
and junior competitors. 

Having already competed at Hunstanton, Kent, 
and Allhallows, Essex, for rounds one and two, 
teams will be ready to make their mark on the 


leaderboard, with everything to play for at this 
stage. 

Five Lyme Regis Power Boat Club members will 
be among those racing on the day, hoping being 
on home water will give them the advantage. 

The prize giving will be hosted at the clubhouse 
on Monmouth Beach at 3pm. 

Pamela Evans, power boat club committee 
member, said:"We have hosted a race in Lyme for 
many years now, and all competitors love this 
venue, because of everything Lyme offers. 

"If you are looking for a great spectator spot, 
the Cobb wall or the clubhouse will offer the best 
views."

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Healthcare campaigners protest against 
NHS logo being used at medical centre 



PROTESTERS gathered outside Lyme Regis 
Medical Centre yesterday (Tuesday) to object 
to private company Virgin Care “misleading 
patients” by using the NHS logo. 

Virgin Care took over as healthcare 
provider at the medical centre after winning 
a contract from NHS Dorset in 2012, but 
campaign group Save Dorset NHS is now ar¬ 
guing that the company should use its own 
branding at the centre and stop “misleading” 
patients by using the NHS logo. 

Protestors were filmed by ITV West County 
and Wessex FM radio and they wore Richard 
Branson masks and unveiled a giant banner 
outside the centre yesterday, which read “Do 
Virgin Care? No logo - why the cover up”. 
They have also been running a campaign on 
social media site Twitter, taking photos of the 
banner and campaign posters in various loca¬ 
tions around the town. 

A statement from Save Dorset NHS said: 
“The NHS branded medical centre in Lyme 
Regis is in fact run by Virgin Care, yet there 
is no visible evidence that this is the case. 

“Save Dorset NHS believe that this is a se¬ 
rious affront to patients and local communi¬ 
ties who have been actively misled into 
believing that they are being treated by the 
NHS, when in actual fact that is not the case. 

“In 2010 even the then Tory health minister 
Simon Bums said: ‘The NHS is protective of 
the logo. Whilst I am happy with competition 
with the independent sector we would not be 
happy for the use of the logo. This can be 
misleading and an endorsement of the very 
people that the NHS are supposed to be com¬ 
peting against.’” 

Campaigner Steve Campbell added: “Pa¬ 
tients are being kept in the dark by their own 
government about who precisely is treating 
them. Private companies like Virgin are using 
the NHS logo even though they are not the 
NHS. 


“The government is failing to take action to 
stop private companies from using the NHS - 
why? 

“Virgin spends millions promoting their 
brand. Their logo appears on everything they 
run - on trains, planes, even wine bottles. But 
when it comes to its NHS business, they’ve 
suddenly become shy.” 

“The Department of Health must ensure pa¬ 
tients are not misled. It is wrong to allow pri¬ 
vate companies to use the NHS brand to 
provide services for those who are ill and vul¬ 
nerable and to portray themselves as doing so 
as part of the NHS.” 

Those attending yesterday’s protest in¬ 
cluded former town councillor Lucy Camp¬ 
bell, who said her main concern was the 
“fundamental issue of selling the NHS off to 
private companies”. 

She added: “In my eyes, privatisation has 
absolutely no place in the NHS. There is no 
place for profit in healthcare.” 


Miss Campbell added that a group of doc¬ 
tors bid to offer healthcare services at Lyme 
Regis Medical Centre and she felt they should 
have been awarded the contract. She also said 
there was “no continuity of care” at the Virgin 
Care-operated centre and she felt the service 
was not as good as it used to be. 

Campaigner Sean Gray questioned why the 
NHS was allowing a private company to 
“hide” under its own logo, adding that it was 
“quite unusual”. 

A spokesperson for Virgin Care said: “Like 
any provider of NHS-funded services, we are 
required by the Department of Health to use 
the NHS logo so patients can clearly identify 
them as being part of the NHS. 

“Virgin Care has been providing NHS serv¬ 
ices for almost 10 years and last year more 
than 80 per cent of patients gave a nine or 10 
out of 10 when asked to rate their experi¬ 
ence.” 


Plans to ease parking 
issues in Staples Terrace 


MAGNA Housing Association has re¬ 
quested planning permission to cre¬ 
ate off-road parking spaces for houses 
in Staples Terrace. 

The housing association is propos¬ 
ing shortening the gardens of the re¬ 
tirement bungalows 1 to 18 to create 
off-road parking spaces on the nar¬ 
row road. 

The planning application states that 
road safety is one of the principal rea¬ 
sons that Magna have requested 
planning permission. 

It states: "Staples Terrace is a very 
narrow road where parking is a signif¬ 
icant concern. A number of residents 
in King's Way have built garages at the 
extreme southern ends of their gar¬ 
dens, and this has removed the ability 
for other road users to park in the 
adopted highway adjacent to these 
locations. 

"Careless parking has, in the past, re¬ 
sulted in anxiety or distress for the

"Magna's intention is that by con¬ 
veying a strip of the gardens to be 
used for enlargement of the highway 
width, this situation will be alleviated 
to the benefit of all users of the road." 

Magna is also proposing to reconfig¬ 
ure the access arrangements at the 
front of the bungalows, providing a 
number of strategically placed ramps 
for mobility scooters. 

The hand railing of the main front 
path will also be replaced with a sys¬ 
tem used elsewhere by Magna Hous¬ 
ing Association, offering an improved 
profile and an easier grip for elderly 
residents, and the same detail will be 
utilised for the footpaths and steps at 
the rear.

Savings can be topped up at any FDCU service 


point in Dorset, the Lyme Regis point being open 
every Tuesday morning at St Michael's Business 
Centre. Also, deposits can be made via bank trans¬ 
fers or standing orders, so parents or grandparents 
could consider setting up a regular payment to a 
child's account. There is no lower age limit. 

A Credit Union savings account could be a great 
way for a young person to save up for something 
special - a new bike, Christmas money, going to 
university. It could be used separately to a normal 
bank account to save for something specific. 

And of course, savings can be withdrawn at any 
time from the service point or by contacting the 
head office in Dorchester to arrange a bank transfer 
or cheque.

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Magna Carta: a work still in progress? 


J UNE 19th is the 800th anniversary of 
Magna Carta. Not the first, nor most 
important, nor most admirably un¬ 
selfish, and certainly not the last of the bat¬ 
tles to put legal restraint around centralised 
power, it has become, over time and in 
many parts of the world, a symbol and ref¬ 
erence point for the rights of the governed. 
A little celebration is due. 

It’s worth asking how well we live up to what 
Magna Carta represents. Historians, lawyers and 
politicians don’t always agree on what that is. So 
to celebrate, try your own definition. My starter 
for ten? “Magna Carta stands against a minority 
ruling in its own interests while excluding oth¬ 
ers.” 

Being among the world’s fortunate few inhab¬ 
iting an elective democracy, we naturally ask “So 
what’s a minority?” - a question best examined 
at the familiar, local level. Lyme Regis, while no 
doubt a democracy, isn’t currently elective, so our 
closest example is West Dorset District Council. 

97,731 votes across the district at the recent 
council election were shared like this: Conserva¬ 
tive 45 per cent, Liberal Democrat 30 per cent, 
Green 13 per cent, Labour eight per cent, UKIP 
three per cent, independent two per cent. That 
looks like six differently-sized minorities. 

What happened to those votes when they turned 
into councillors? Thirty Conservative councillors 
(71 per cent), 12 Liberal Democrats (29 per cent), 
none others. That looks like a hefty majority, with 
one minority, while four other groups - together 
embodying a quarter of all votes - are cast into 
outer darkness, sharing that gloomy region with 
21,912 people, another 28 per cent of the elec¬ 
torate, who chose not to vote.

The council’s alchemy goes beyond turning six mi¬ 
norities into King John Conservatives faced by Ba¬ 
ronial Lib Dems. Lest the latter re-enact June 1215, 
the magic majority is made exclusive by gathering 
power into a cabinet of seven Conservatives. 

With any centralised control, those not in the cen¬ 
tre feel excluded. Yet West Dorset’s cabinet firmly 
shuts out councillors representing over half the 
votes. 

This may please some local Conservative electors. 
On reflection, though, they might think, for exam¬ 
ple, of like-minded Londoners whose Conservative 
votes last year brought them nothing in Haringey 
(Labour 48, Lib Dem nine) or Islington (Labour 47, 
Green one). Some sympathy for such fellow voters? 
Perhaps, therefore, a little understanding for those 
friends and neighbours here who gave 55 per cent 
of votes to others than a Conservative candidate? 

An energetic challenge to West Dorset’s cabinet 
system comes from the non-party-political Public 
First group, part of its campaign for local democ¬ 
racy. Of 501 attenders at its public meetings in 
Dorchester and Bridport earlier this year, just four 
voted against replacing the cabinet arrangement with 
the committee system used until 2007. This more 
democratic structure would give all 42 councillors 
a role in policy-making. The official response so far 
has been the classic one: ignore the grounds well and 


don’t deal with the arguments. Perhaps some 
Barons-in-Arms are needed. 

West Dorset could, and should, scrap its cabinet 
tomorrow. But the deeper problem is our ‘winner 
takes all’ electoral system which, locally and na¬ 
tionally, strengthens the powerful and weakens the 
powerless. 

Government should be for the good of all, not a 
vehicle for the wishes of the ‘winners’. Politics, 
Geoffrey Mann recently wrote in this paper, is 
“conversation and negotiation” rather than “dom¬ 
inance and control.” Replace ‘politics’ with 
‘democracy’ or ‘government’ and he’s still correct. 

The general election results undermine “conver¬ 
sation and negotiation.” Post-election maps show 
swathes of Conservative and SNP territory, blobs 
of Labour strongholds, Lib Dem fingerholds, scat¬ 
terings of Welsh and Irish interests, a solitary 
UKIP flag-bearer. 

Fractured nation? 

These maps suggest a fractured nation. But peo¬ 
ple living in each part of the map incline, in dif¬ 
fering proportions, to the values of all parties and 
none. Across the land we have more in common 
than the maps pretend. Government should foster 
what we share, not what separates us. 

Our new Conservative government has a major¬ 
ity of MPs, just as its West Dorset counterpart has 
a majority of councillors. But the voting patterns 
in both cases tell a subtler, more complicated story, 
one that heirs to Magna Carta should respect. 

Unfortunately, politicians mostly behave as if the 
maps, not the votes, tell the truth. The district’s 
cabinet system is one symptom. Another is the re¬ 
joicing among many Conservatives that, uncon¬ 
strained by coalition, they can forge ahead with a 
manifesto supported by around 11.3 mill ion peo¬ 
ple - just 37 per cent of the votes cast and 24 per 


cent of the 46.4 milli on eligible to vote. Ignoring 
minorities and disenchanting non-voters (28 per 
cent locally, 34 per cent nationally) damages social 
cohesion, whether in Dorset or nationally. Such 
‘forging ahead’ will mean one thing: a real, not just 
a pictorial, fracturing of the United Kingdom - led, 
but not ended, by Scotland. 

Electing our representatives should do two 
things. It should enable us all, not just those in the 
100 or so constituencies (out of 650) that aren’t 
‘safe’ seats, to know that our vote counts. And it 
should produce fair, proportional government. 
Anyone valuing the continued unity of the king¬ 
dom should see in this the only way to stop it 
breaking up. Yet of those who argued against Scot¬ 
tish independence, both Conservative and Labour 
parties oppose a proportional system of election. 
That is astonishing logical confusion (or putting 
party before country). 

A recipe for chaos? The last century saw several 
capable minority and coalition governments; our 
recent coalition governed without falling over. 
Germany hasn’t done too badly with proportional 
representation and routine coalitions (plus national 
reunification along the way, while we carelessly 
contemplate separation). 

Nothing would get done? Not true, though gov¬ 
ernment-by-negotiation might mercifully think 
more and do less. The Poll Tax and the Iraq War 
came from governments that didn’t stop long 
enough to listen or to think. 

Listening and thinking in West Dorset needs its 
own Magna Carta. Public First is calling for a local 
referendum on the cabinet system, which by law 
must be held if five per cent of the district’s elec¬ 
torate sign the petition and the result is verified. 
Go, not to Runnymede, but to www.publicfirst- 
group.co.uk

Currently (May 25th), there is 
ground-to-rood scaffolding enclos¬ 
ing the three nearby tall buildings 
in Silver Street and Pound Street - 2 
Pound Street next to Langmoor 


Gardens, Broadway House on the 
corner of Silver Street and the Peek 
Chapel on the Alexandra Hotel site. 

The two houses are having roof¬ 
ing work and exterior painting 
done but the scaffolding around 
the chapel was erected on Novem¬ 
ber 25th 2014 and no work has 
started yet. Locals are calling the 
area "scaffold corner". 

It seems a shame that with the 
long days and gentle winds, advan¬ 
tage of the clement weather is not 
being taken to restore this unique 
feature of the town's architectural 
landscape.

ONE of the finest moments in football is when the 
Wembley crowd erupts in a chorus of “Abide With Me” 
before the FA Cup Final. 

Last Saturday, the hymn was led by a choir of 64 fans, 
one from each club that reached the third round of the 
FA Cup. Known as “The Songs of Praise FA Cup Fans 
Choir”, members were chosen not for their singing abil¬ 
ity, but on the strength of their stories about what the 
FA Cup meant to them. 

Among them was a 100-year-old Methodist minister 
from Newcastle and a 52-year-old artist who almost lost 
his life in the Hillsborough disaster of 1989. This iconic 
hymn was said to be a favourite of King George V and 
Mahatma Gandhi and has been sung at cup finals since 
1927, when it replaced “Alexander’s Ragtime Band”! 

Although the FA Cup will mean little to those who do 
not follow sport, singing this hymn undoubtedly unites 
all football supporters, giving them a sense of commu¬ 
nity. Indeed, there is a growing body of evidence which 
shows that sport actually grows communities. Similarly, 
for the church, building community and a sense of be¬ 
longing is crucial to its mission. Its purpose is to be a 
living, breathing demonstration of God’s kingdom, 
where anyone and everyone can be at home in the love 
of God. 

In the film “Aviator”, the eccentric Howard Hughes 
locked himself away from the world. He feared germs 
and contact with other people that could make him sick. 
Now it’s difficult to imagine why someone would want 
to lock themselves away from the world. All of us need 
to contribute towards supporting and building up our 
local community. 

We are fortunate to live in an area where there is a 
strong sense of community. In last week’s “Lyme Mat¬ 
ters”, Philip Evans wrote that a greater effort was being 
made to ensure a good attendance at the mayor’s annual 
civic service on Sunday week. Such corporate gather¬ 
ings can only enhance this sense of community, a time 
when everyone, whether believers or not, can meet to¬ 
gether to demonstrate their shared concern for the com¬ 
mon good.

THIS month is National Microchipping month. 
This is one month a year that we use to highlight 
the importance of getting your pet 
microchipped. Microchips are small implants 
(about the size of a small grain of rice) that are 
inserted with a needle into the scruff of your 
pet's neck. The procedure is as quick as them 
having an injection and once in place the chip 
can be read by a scanner that is passed over the 
skin. 

A microchip offers a permanent means of 
identification if your pet should wander or worse 
if your pet were to be stolen. Collars can get 
broken or be taken off and pets can be taken 
significant distances around the country by 
thieves but microchips are permanent. 

Any stray that comes into the practice will 
always be scanned and if there is a chip in 
place its owner can quickly be informed and 
the two reunited. By April 2016, in England, it 
will be compulsory to have your dog chipped 
and your contact details kept 
up to date. So maybe this 
is the time for you to get 
motivated and get your
